The following season 
Dooin 
en­ 
rolled in that nursery of many mod­ 
ern baseball players, the Mountain 
Tourists, a semi-pro club in the Cat­ 
skills, maintained 
by

manns, of Cincinnati, now* part own­ 
ers of the Reds. 
Dooin found him­ 
self among collegians and received a 
salary of $150 a month, his largest 
emolument up to that time. 
Then followed the year at St. Jo­ 
seph when the promising “jockey” 
developed as a catcher, and his sub- 
sequnt enrollment as a Quaker, in 
1902. 
In his first season Dooin took 
part in eighty-three games, although 
batting only .228, but his peppery

cut state line, where he is immune 
from arrest. 
Hurling Howard Barnum, ail asy­ 
lum guard, aside when Barnum open­ 
ed a gate to admit a milkman, Thaw 
ran 
out 
to 
a waiting automobile, 
leaped in and was driven alongside a 
six-cylinder Packard machine, a quar­ 
ter of a mile down the road, where 
he leaped into the speedier car and 
got away. 
Pressing into service the fastest 
automobiles procurable in the town, 
armed guards and 
attendants

chase, but the best speed they could 
make was sixty miles an hour. 
They followed, hoping that a blow' 
out or a wreck might halt Thaw.

Reports received here 
of the mishap state that he had a 
leg broken and a hand badly scalded. 
About twenty passengers

ported hurt, but no list of them has 
been given the local officials. 
Among 
the injured is Clancy Harris, a mail 
clerk, and a brother of Leo Harris, 
general delivery clerk at the post- 
office, who is reported not badly nurt. 
Immediately following the 
wreck, 
which occurred at 9:30, the wrecking 
crewf from this city was summoned, 
and Drs.

their creeds? 
They purport to be pen 
pictures of the Alm ighty God and His 
attitude toward men and H is resul­ 
tant plans. 
No heathen idol 
is 
so 
grotesque, so horrible, as that which 
the most intelligent Christian people 
have portrayed with the pen. 
W e 
are all ashamed of having misrepre­ 
sented our Creator as w’orse in His 
purposes tow'ard men than the vilest 
of hum anity— as had as w’e know’ how 
to picture Satan himself and his atti­ 
tude. 
W h y linger longer? 
If Jeho­ 
vah be God, let us worship Him. 
If 
the horrible Baal of the Dark Ages 
be no longer our God. let us destroy 
his creed images and endeavor to 
forget them. 


Emperor Constantine’s Nicene Creed. 
After the Christian church had for­ 
gotten that the M aster declared that 
His Tw elve Apostles would constitute 
the chief foundation stones of the 
New Jerusalem , they began to recog­ 
nize their bishops as successors to the 
Tw elve— apostolic bishops. They over­ 
looked the fact that while God had 
prophetically told that the place of 
Judas w’ould be filled 
by 
another, 
this particularity itself intimated that 
there would be no successors to the 
Twrelve. 


The real successor to Judas, Bible 
Students 
recognize 
in 
St. 
Paul. 
Through him God has given us the 
major portion of the New Testament, 
and special light upon the Church’s 
path, which is to “ shine more and 
more unto the perfect Day.” W e now' 
see that the eleven Apostles, before 
they had been confirmed in Apostle- 
ship 
by 
the 
Pentecostal 
Messing, 
erred in choosing 
Matthias, 
whom 
God m erely ignored. 


TTnder 
these 
circumstances 
the 
bishops rose gradually to power and 
Influence as inspired oracles of God. 
And 
proportionately, 
the 
Tw elve 
chosen as the Lord ’s mouthpieces to 
His Church lost their influence. 
It 
w'as easier to take the word of the 
bishops than to search the Scriptures 
at a time when copies of the Bible 
were very expensive, and only few' 
wrere able to read. 


Thus Bible study greatly declined 
during the second and third centu­ 
ries, and disputes between Cn’lstians 
and Greek philosophers led some of 
the bishops to extremes. 
Not only 
did they maintain the Bible teaching 
that Jesus was the son of God, and 
that He left H is Heavenly condition 
and became a man that He might re­ 
deem Adam and his race; but, not 
content with this, some w*ent further, 
and in their zeal claimed that lie was 
the Heavenly Father Him self, who 
came down to earth and took m an’s 
nature and died, the Ju st for the un­ 
just. 
In their anxiety to overwhelm 
the Greek skeptics, these Christian 
teachers involved themselves in ab­ 
surdities, without realizing it. 
Those 
making the most absurd claims ap­ 
pear to have had the greatest influ­ 
ence with the illiterate. 


Gradually 
the 
trinitarian 
theory 


and the mystification 
of sáVfng that the Heavenly Father 
wag His Own Son, and that the Lord 
Jesus was His own Father, and that 
the Holy Spirit w*as another person, 
and not the same person, appealed to 
people who delight to reverence most 
those things which they do not under­ 
stand. 
Thus today 
when 
questions 
are asked respecting the trinity—-how 
one could be three, and how' three 
could he one— the answer which is 


others

It seems 
the text, “ To us , impossible to get a trinitarian to de­ 


cide

hedges with the word “ M ystery.” 
The New Testament is as explicit 
as the Old in its statement that there 
is but one Supreme God. 
Jesus tes­ 
tified to this, declaring, “ My Father 
is greater than I ”— greater than all. 
(John 14:28.) 
Jesus declared that of 
Him self H e could do nothing; 
that 
He was m erely the Mouthpiece of 
God in H is teachings, and the Finger 
of God in His working of miracles. 
He directed that His followers should 
w'orship the Father, 
and 
declared, 
when leaving, “ I ascend to My F a ­ 
ther and to your Father, to My God 
and to your God.” — John 20:17. 
Our Lord did indeed 
declare 
the 
oneness, or harmony, between H im ­ 
self and the Father, but He explained 
that this was because He ignored any 
will of His own, coming not to do 
H is own w ill, but the w ill of the F a ­ 
ther who sent Him. 
He exhorted His 
disciples sim ilarly to have the same 
mind, the same will, the same spirit, 
which actuated Him — the Holy Spirit, 
the mind or disposition to do Ihe will 
of the Father is Heaven. 
H is prayer 
for His disciples was to the same ef- 
fct, “ That they all may be one” — 
even as Thou, Father, and I are— one 
in heart, mind, will, disposition, or 
holiness of spirit, harmony with God. 
— John 17:20, 21. 
W h at could be more explicit than 
our text, “ To us there is one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things” ; ad­ 
ditionally, “ To us there is one Lord 
(or M aster), Jesus Christ, by whom 
are all things, and we by H im ” ? The 
Apostle here not only show’s the re­ 
lationship betw’een the Father and 
Son, hut he ignores and thus disowns 
entirely the H oly Spirit as another 
God. 
Clearly and plainly enough he 
sets forth time and again that the 
H oly Spirit is the spirit, will, mind, 
power, disposition, 
etc., 
in 
fullest 
conformity to that 
of 
the 
Father. 
There is no m ystery about the mat­ 
ter, none whatever. 


“The Alpha and the Omega.” 
Our Lord Jesus declared Him self to 
be the Alpha and the Omega of the 
Divine direct creation. 
(Revelation 
1:8.) 
H e w'as its Beginning and its 
End, according to John 1:1-5. 
Our 
Redeemer, known before He became 
a man as the Logos, was the Begin­ 
ning of the Divine creation and the 
End of it in that, ever after the crea­ 
tion of the Logos, Jehovah operated 
in and through Him in respect to all 
the stupendous w'orks 
of 
creation. 
H is name, the Logos, indicates all 
this; it signifies the Divine Message, 
or Messenger, the One through whom 
Jehovah’s 
utterances 
and 
decrees 
w'ent forth. 


So we read in the Greek, “ In the 
beginning was the Logos, and the 
Logos was with the God, and the 
Logos was a god. 
The same w’as in 
the beginning with the God. 
B y Him 
were all things made that were made, 
and without Him wras not one thing 
made. 
And the Logos 
was 
made 
flesh and dwelt among us, and we be­ 
held His glory as the glory of the Only 
Begotten of the Father, full of grace 
and Truth.” 


Constantine the Trinity-Maker. 
The Roman emperor, 
Constantine, 
saw a 
vision—probably 
when wide 
awake— a vision of gTeater prosperity 
for himself and his empire, by a rec­ 
ognition of Christianity as the relig­ 
ion of his empire instead 
of pagan­ 
ism, which had previously been rec­ 
ognized. For that moment a certain 
portion of the church of Christ had 
long labored. Abandoning the thought 
of the second coming of Jesus to es­ 
tablish H is kingdom, 
they 
desired 
marriage or union with earthly 
em­ 
pire, thus to be set up as a queen 
upon the ihrone of earthly dominion 
and honor. 


Constantine’s influence in 
church 
affairs became great. He proposed a 
calling of a council of all the bish­ 
ops, numbering about 1,000. H e want­ 
ed to know' why these apostolic bish- 
cps, all 
inspired 
with 
the 
same 
spirit of God. taught so differently. 
He offered to pay the expenses of all 
viven in* v h irh 
I th* 
bishops to The coincil or N ice: Iwhat they do; as the Bible declares, 
given, and w/iich satisfies the igno-jtut the m ajority, 
fearing 
that the the wisdom of our 


peror’s authority and pow'er, was de­ 
clared to be the Christian faith, and 
anything contrary to it, heresy. 


Y e t be it remembered, that only 
about one-third of the bishops 
were 
present at the council, and that they 
could not he coerced into substitut­ 
ing m ystery for the W ord 
of God, 
until the emperor lent his influence. 
His decree w’as 
that 
Christian doc­ 
trine as thus defined in the Nicea.0 
creed should have the prestige of the 
support of the emperor and all his 
subordinate officers 
throughout 
the 
empire. A ll believing contrary to this 
creed would be heretics, and be con­ 
sidered in opposiiton to the emper­ 
or 
and such had 
the 
privilege of 
leaving the empire. 
Thus 
was the 
mystery of trinity enshrined 
by 
a 
heathen emperor, not 
baptized— not 
even sprinkled. 


The history of tho 
persecution of 
all who would not worship the trinl 
*‘iria n m ystery would 
fill 
volumes. 
One sad illustration, fam iliar to all, 
1s the burning of Servetus by good 
Brother Calvin’s 
signature 
to 
th* 
death warrant. 


Is It any wonder that 
with such 
conditions prevailing 
for 
centurion 
the Bible ignored 
and 
the 
creed» 
worshiped, the true teachingo of tho 
Bible on many subjects were com­ 
pletely lost sight of? Is it any won 
der that, when in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury God began to bring the Bible 
hack to the attention of the world, 
It was burned by the bishops in front 
of St. Paul’s cathedral 
in l^ondon? 
Is it any wonder that the Presbyte­ 
rians of that time were persecuted 
for studying it and could meet only 
in secret? 


Is it any w'onder that the men who 
began afresh to study the Bible, but 
who had their minds tinctured with 
the creeds of centuries, were consid­ 
erably handicapped? Is it any won- 
der if some of their conceptions of 
correct 
Bible 
interpretation 
were 
rude and crude? Have not our v a ri 
ous Protestant denominations 
mark­ 
ed fresh endeavors to get nearer the 
light? 


Now as we are In the daw'ning <»f 
the new dispensation and God is lift­ 
ing the veil of ignorance in general, 
is it any wonder that w’e can see the 
true teachings of

Surely it is what we might expect 
as well as what the Bible distinctly

The Difficulty at Present. 
It seems sad indeed that 
now* 
in 
the daw’ning of the new’ era, and its 
clearer light upon the Bible as w'ell 
as upon all things, so few Christian 
people should he prepared to profit 
by these clearer view’s. Only in our 
day is thorough Bible study possible 
for the m ajority i ncivilized lands; 
for only of late is there a sufficiency 
of education to admit of intelligent 
Bible study.

It would

John Jackson has been engaged In 
police and railroad detective work in

being a young man,

several brothers have also been on 
the police force at different times.

Bound Over to Criminal Court. 


Jackson was arraigned before Po­ 
lice Judge Connor, acting as ex-officio 
justice of the peace, at 
10 
o’clock 
this morning on three charges— bur- 
glary, 
felonious 
assault 
and 
car- 
rying 
concealed 
w’eapons. 
He 
was represented by W . W . Plain and 
George 
W . 
Anamosa, 
while 
the 
state’s interests were in charge of 
Frosecutor O’Bannon and 
assistant* 
Paul Barnett. The charge of burglary 
was first taken up and Night Chief 
Burger w’as the first 
witness intro­ 
duced. 


The officer testified that at about 
2:30 o’clock Sunday morning he re­ 
ceived a message over the telephone 
from a woman w’ho told him that 
some one was robbing the Woodson 
Srocery store, 
corner 
of Sixteenth 
street and Grand avenue. 
He said 
that taking Officers Farm er and K ai­ 
ser he secured a buggy and proceed­ 
ed to that locality, reaching there 
about 2:40 o’clock. 
A rriving at the store, 
he testified, 
he found the front door partly open. 
He stationed Officer 
K aiser 
at ths 
rear entrance and 
he 
and 
Officer 
Farm er entered the 
store 
by 
the 
front. As he entered, 
he 
said, 
Ü3 
saw a man on his knees, crouching 
by a pile of flour sacks, and he reo 
cgnized him at once as 
John Jack ­ 
son. He called upon him to surrender 
and come out, saying: 
“ I know you, John, and don’t w’ant 
to shoot you.” 
He received no reply, but immedi­ 
ately Jackson shot at him twice, th'i 
first bullet going wild and the next 
cutting through his shirt. 
At once he replied in kind, shoot­ 
ing four times, and Farmer, who was 
behind him, shooting also, as many 
as eight times. 
Retreating to the outside, 
when 
their 
cartrrdges 
w’ere 
exhausted, 
they were standing there when Ja c k ­ 
son came out, carrying a gun in his 
hand. H e asked: “ W hat’s going on 
here?” On being told, he suggested 
that they search the store, and Bu r­ 
ger replied: “ It’s no use, John, there 
is no one in there now’.” 
Jackson, 
however, 
re-entered 
the 
building, 
casting a searchlight about, hut came 
hack without any one. 
Burger then said that he w’ent to 
Mr. Woodson’s house, 
aroused him 
and they again searched 
the prem­ 
ises.

Asked w’hy he did not arrest Ja ck ­ 
son after he came out of the stor?, 
if he knew him to be 
the burglar, 
he said that Jackson had a gun and 
he knew he w’ould shoot, and he did 
not care to endanger the lives of the 
bystanders, of whom quite a num­ 
ber had fathered by that time. 
He therefore made no attempt to 
make an arrest or to follow Jackson 
to his home after 
he 
had left the 
scene. Jackson just walked away. 
He gave as his reason for not re­ 
entering the building with Jackson 
and making a search 
that 
he had 
been in there with him once and did 
not want to try it again. 
G. W . Woodson, owner of the store, 
was the only other state’s witness. 
He told of being awakened ’ v Officer 
Burger and going to the £tcre. 
He 
had left it locked, he said, but found 
the front door open and the lock un­ 
locked. In searching the 
store 
he 
found quite a lot of goods disturbed 
and saw the marks of many of the 
bullets.

Neither of these shed any addition­ 
al light on the subject, either for oi 
against the accused, and at the con 
clusifon of 
theif 
testimony, argu 
ments being dispensed with, Judg< 
Connor bound the defendant over to 
the criminal court under a bond oí 
$1,500 on the one charge of burglary. 
A t one time during 
the 
prelimi 
nary hearing, in a heated exchange 
of words between Prosecuting Attor­ 
ney O’Bannon and the defendant’s at­ 
torneys, some allusion was made .by 
O’Bannon to insanity, whereupon At­ 
torney Blain hotly replied that John 
Jackson would never be freed on an 
insanity plea; 
that 
he 
W’ould 
be 
either fully acquitted by 
a jury or 
go to the penitentiary, and that he 
was not now’ and never had been in­ 
sane. 


Prelim inary trial on the tw’o other 
charges was waived by the defer 
ant’s attorneys and bonds of $l,flfd 
each was fixed for these. 
This means 
that 
Jackson must 
make bonds of $3,500 before obtain­ 
ing his release from jail, unless his 
friends succeed in getting it reduce^ 
which they are endeavoring to do. 


WILL HAVE AMBULANCE TOO 


W arren & Townsend, Veterinarians, 
Already Using Modern Devices.

The humane w ay of treating and 
operating on live 
stock 
has 
be<*u 
adopted by W arren & Townsend, vt^- 
erinarians, at their hospital, 321 W est 
Second street. 
They have installed a 
modern operating table— a table that 
enables them to simplify operations 
and 
do 
it 
more 
perfectly, 
more 
promptly and quickly. 
The horse or 
cow is led up to this table while it 
stands 
perpendicular. 
Girts 
and 
straps are then placed about the ani­ 
m al’s head and body and are draw’n 
tightly against the table. 
By means 
of a crank the table is then lowered 
to its natural position and the “ v£ 
tient” is found lying in a position to 
undergo an operation. 


The old way of “ throwing” a horse 
and wrestling with it for hours be­ 
fore it can be treated and in many 
cases results in injury to both horse 
and veterinarian, 
is 
entirely 
done 
away with by this device. 
The ani­ 
mal struggles a bit when it is first 
placed on the table, but it soon learns 
that it is useless and submits with 
ease and grace to the work necessary 
to complete the operation.

Drs. W arren and Townsend are also 
cont< mplating adding an ambulance 
to their equipment, w ith a view of 
handling all cases at the hospital. 
A horse or cow w ith a sprained or 
injured limb w ill ho loaded into the 
ambulance and taken to their insti­ 
tution, where modern devices simpli­ 
fy the work of treating,

and note how accidents are ¿voided 
by the use of these new devices.
